In some Southern states where pota- 
oes are an Important crop .growers 
are taking an increasing interest In 
certified seed, bnt according to state 
oflici.ils and representatives of the 
nited States Department of Agrlcul- 
ure. who are co-operating with them, 
special legislation Is necessary to pre- 
ent local seedsmen from selling ord- 
nary seed stock or even table stock 
as certified seed. 

Many growers now recognize the 
value of superior seed and are willing 
»o pay a premium for It but they are 
llscouraged by frauds perpetrated 
upon them hy unscrupulous dealers. 
However, the iuners may protect 
hemselves to a great extent it they 
will look for the eeritloatton tag 
which should be on every sack of cer- 
tified seed potatoes. With this tag to 
start from It is possible to trace any 
lot o faced hack to the grower or deal- 
r who iMil It up

MGOTQRIIEKD 
IN FREIGHT RATES 
BYNMNSSIIIN 

Inter-Stat« Commerrc CommlMlon 
.innonntes Big Cuts in Freight 
Kates SVeetlTe After the 
Ftolt of Jaly. 

Washington, Mky 24. — A sweeping 
reduction in freight rates throu^out 
the country was ordered today by the 
Interaute Commerce Commlsston. 

The reductions are effective July 1. 

The reductions ordwed will cut the 
present rates about ten per cent., the 
decision of the commission states. 

The commission also announceil 
railroad rates in the future would be 
based on a return of 5^ per cent, on 
the atrpro.aatp value of the lines, as 
compared with 6 per cent, under the 
Esch-Cummins law. Tho provision of 
the Esch-Cunimins law expired re- 
cently -Tnd the commission was given 
the right to fix a new rate of return. 

In making the reductions, the com- 
mission cut nearly in half tho freight 
rate increases authorised Angtist tS, 
19S0. 

In the eastern district ,the 40 per 
cent Ineroaae or August S5, 1920, was 
cut to 24 per cent 

In the western district, the previous 
85 per cent inoreese was cut to 21H 
per cent. 

In the southern and mountain i'a- 
cific districts the previous rate in- 
crease of :>5 per cent was cnt from 2S 

to 12'; per cent.
